ths Iron Guard ovsa ita coming into exiitenos and growth to ths fact 
that social and political condition* in Rucsnia product! at that tins 
an increasingly great gap between tbs people and tb* loading social- 
political alas* of th® country, luckily enough, this process did 
not lead to tho radical left duo to ths fact that the Eufr a h ian psaaa&t- 
ry was individualistic, ths working: class too small, and ths Bucanian 
intelligentsia nationally- minded out of tradition* Their dissatis- 
faction Jed them, therefor*, all ths aors to ths right, ffnfortunatsly, 
ths Mass of the people oould not bs won for political programs sinos 
tbsy had lost confidence in such programs through disappointnmts^ 
sxporianoed with ths dtooexatio parties* On ths other hand, ths 
people wars particularly susosptihls to demagogic slogans, and ths 
Iron Guard tots how to exploit this fact. Ala tbsy did to txosss 
and ths Iron Guard later became a victim of its own demagogy# Even 
at th® tine when the Iron Guard was able to operate legally it had 
a conspirativs oharoctar. From 1953 to 1940» whilt in ths underground, 
ths Iron Guard bocara* a purely aoa a piret j ^t errori* t organization, 
particularly under ths leadership of Bor When in 194° 

UtTOb’ESCG admitted ths Iron Guard to ths government, ths Iron Guard's 
abaoluts political emptiness became apparsnt and it also bsosaui 
obvious that ths Iron Guard was unable to adjust from conspiracy 
to governing. Conspiraois* Against AlfTOtfESGG wars started which 
led to ths senseless rebellion in January 1941 » sad in affect to 
ths Iron Guard's own doom. Korin SB !A and his collaborators escaped 
to GormAny where they oont inusd to aohapir# against ABTGftESGU With 
ths eupport of SP and HSDAI-oiroles. How®f«fc*vsn then ssvetejlr^f 
ths legionaries in Germany (e.q. Con * tin tim PAPAHACB and II 1 eyuIRKBAtA) 
began to criticise SXIU'a leadership, and to# latter then directed 
hia terrorist methods against his own partisans, These methods were 
cruel to a degree that even ths Gestapo labeled them as exorbitant 
and bad to interfere. All of these aativities impaired German- 
Rumanian relation* to on oxtont that BITLHH in early 1945 fslt 
oonpallod to order the internment of Iron Guardists who had fled 
to Germany. SIHA and other Iron Guardists then fled from Germany 
to Italy to oontinus action against AMlEactf from there, with ths 
oupport of the Fsaolst party. Ths Italians, however, turned them 
back to (Jemmy oad they wero mlWntsy gad* thus the eplit of the 
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Iron Guard, which officially occurred a* late a* 1954 , had its seed# 
in the svento which took pl?ce during the sar in Germany* 

5. following the Rumanian capitulation on 23 August 1944 the legionaries 
in Oernany were eat fra* and, with the support of the SD, SIMA formed 
a Rumanian go verna ant-in-exi la in Vienna, From here, at the and of 
1944 «* beginning of l945^fHorin SIVA aent the secretary general of 
the Iron Guard, HicoiaefeHHASCO, to Rumania with a group of para- 
ehutisti with the ostensible purpose of organising reaiatanoe against 
the Bolsheviks. In Rumania however ?A7BAGOlH»etchUahed contact with 
the Coeaunist Minister of Interior, Theohasdn^SOKCSSCG, in 1945 i end 
agreed with hi» on Iron Guardiat cooperation with the government in 
return for amnesty for Iron Guardi eta In Rumania, For axaaple, in 
1946 the legionaries participated in propaganda against the denocratio 
partie* in Rumania and in behalf of the Communist governnent although 
not overtly aa the Iron Guard* the Iron Ouardiets have explained thle 
notion ea being their sole i^osslbillty of reaming from the Coeeuniata 
those Iron Ouordiats inprisoned in Rumania at that tine* However 
from 1946 to 1946 it was strikingly noticeable that those rosiatanoe 
groups which were arretted In Rumania were doomed only after SIMA 
affiliates had penetrated the leadership of these reoiatance groups. 

It also became known -almost all refugees reported this*- that aany 
followers of Boris SHU hold posts in the Ru st anl an secret police, 
the militia, and similar security organs* Proofs for the above ars 
\imiahed by newspaper reports on the trials of these resistance 
groups wbloh show that legionaries who had joined these resistance 
£ groups acted as pr^ecuticm^jUneases during the trials* For example, 
when the brother oVpq, lon^gul t lA ff and hi* group wore arrested for 
espionage, they were b« trayed by the two legionalre couriers who were

after Hajfr became a member of the group*# leadership* 

TULBU&2 was the who supervised the training of agent groups who 
were sent to Rumania by the Germane in conjunction with the 8XM1 
government in Vienna* Aft or the war TtJLBtJRB volunteered for re- 
patriation to Rumania, and was first heard of again when her A y J jfr 
appeared et the trial of BtUOItJ. Later, in 1949-1950/AttdjftiMcQLA 
claimed that Major TtJLBtJRS was then heading an intelligence office

thay utilised thaaa contacts primarily to disorsdit their political 
en waios. For example, in, 1947 when Tasila DWatRBSOU vaa preparing 
to publish a Rumanian newspaper in Otxwany he was falbunoad to the 
010 os a Soviet agent by tha Iron Guard BtnberliQtJSiHOir* tha 
Iron Guard also tucaeedtd in gaining considerable ikflusnea with 
/ \ m Sa 1 **^* this thay did through a foraer &) peab er. fnp 
who Jh e nded the flf Ruynlon station in aaisburf ~ and who had 
\affillated himself witlTthe Iron Guard in tha sarly part of tha war 
when he was in Buaania on duty with tha SO* In this fay thay In*

5 * After the disbandment of tha TXBi and at tha latest in 1952 tha Iron 
Guard got into contact with a franco- Aaericsn intelligence office in 
Paris and thus was able to a and new agsate into Rumania. However this 
new group was arrested by tha Coatunlst* in late 1953* Slid ag *l» 
utilised their trial in Bucharest to prove that the aole resistance 
in Rumania was by the Iron Guard, However this claim was not accepted 
by the Rum a ni an exiles and 3Ii!A was accused of finding people into 
Rumania and senselessly sacrificing then for his own Interact*

1946*1949 SliiA and Prince ‘mflOLAB atteepted to reach a working 
agreenent. tfXCOLAE wanted) thereby to achieve the Basses' support 
in order to force his acceptance ae a somber of tha royal house by 
ex-King MICHEL.

7. The split of the Iron Guard In early 1934 hat rtaulttd In tht following 
situation. The Horia SHA-Ircn Guard, centered about tht Knmnittt 
Institute in Munich, it now tht toallost in nuaber# However it 
comprises tht oo«ptffloi«ntsjn|)inttHtotually til ant ad legionaries 
Cur. mmatantirtSSASCL ^^evhOV^SCUp engineer TirgihWlLESCa, 
mir^dlAH, OfltaVianN&StJ afld(5& lon^LESEEIG) . Tht antl-SlTi 
group consists of tht aejority of Itgionarita in exile. However, 
althougifilt hat wall-known Ironftfuardijtt at lta head, Xli* vijEftEATA, 
7aailt^3Hr3CHI and Conttantin^PAKACB f that a persona, with tht 
possible era option of FAPiHACS, are not non of aotion and do not havo 
oloar political aims. Tht group ia presently endeavoring to gain a 
leading rolt in tha Rumanian emigration by forming a federation of 

all Rumanian organisational undtr Prince tflCOUS, sail ad tht "Central 
Conaittee". (General Ion CHEOBOHR will also apparently participate 
in thia initiatira oven though it oan only laeaan tha influanoa of 
tha League of free Hun&niana.) Constantin YI30IAHTT nay attanpt to 
further thia project through hia nildleaen in order to damage the 
League* s prestige with tha lnericana. Xndicatire of this is tha, it, 
fact that Raoul ue BOIU, 7I30UUm»» editor-in-chiaf of M Hatton* , 

Hounaina, wan raaantly in Munich holding dieouaaiona with( Oolonal l Hie X, 

8. As for tha SIVA-Iron Guard their current situation appear* as follows* 

They are giving backing to the League of Proa Rumanians# at least in 
their press. For exaaple, tha Erlltil Roasts (Rumanian axil a) in Muni oh 
writes vary favorably about tho political suocasa of Ulhfti FAHOASAfltf# 
the League's president, and warns of General OHEORGHS'e and Georgs 
HAtJT'o (Paris) intentions to sabotage tha League by forming this new 
federation of Rumanian groups under Prince IflCOLAB* However mtch sore 
important are tha SI1A group's foreign policy contacts* Xt la apparent- 
ly rallying around the so-called "fluoist International " and aay assuisa 
loadership of this supra-national organisation* She latter is praatloal- 
ly a consolidation of all eastern and central European droits who 
collaborated with Hational-SooialioM before and during tha war, and it 
Is busily recollecting members of the former governments -in- wdle in 
Yionna* Since tha politioal center of thia action will be in Germany, 
auoh support as the group gets through the Dueeseldorf 'Kffice for 
Homo lean Refugees in Germany^ headed Wpro f*} Gerhard. vonrlffiinDB and 
former 3D offlolal Halter^SCH&tK, should not be undereat Isa tad. How- 
ever von MENDS' s attempts to gain support for tha SH!i group fro« tha 
Foreign Office and the Ministry of Interior bare foot mat with much

11* In conclusion it oan be said that despite the activity of the anti~ 
SBU group, the Boris SIVA group still remains the sore important 
of the tiro. It la not improbable that the anti-fllHA Iron Ouardiata 
say eventually reunite vith SBU. Howover SHU. vill never suooeod 
in plaaing the entire Kunanian emigration under his leadership* Bis 
entire political career olcarly shove that the splitting of the 
Buaanian axil os lias always been hie intention* The x4ason for thia 
attitude ia unolear* Ha hts been deemed a creation of the Seriate j 
hovever it in alao claimed that SHU works on the order* of the 
British intelligence sorvloe* 
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
